REPORT  FOR  1894. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  the  Sub¬ 
scribers  a  summary  of  the  work  they  have  done  in  1894. 

The  joint  Committee  appointed  to  make  arrangements  for 
the  proposed  Conference  on  “  the  Sanitation  of  Elementary 
Schools,”  experienced  difficulty  in  making  headway  during 
the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  and  as  later  the  triennial  elec¬ 
tions  of  the  School  Boards  took  place,  it  was  deemed  inex¬ 
pedient  to  take  any  action.  It  is  hoped  to  have  all  arrange¬ 
ments  made  by  an  early  date  in  the  present  year. 

At  the  request  of  the  Committee,  Dr.  Hamilton  read  a 
paper  on  the  important  subject  of  “  The  Training  and 
Registration  of  Mid  wives,”  before  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
Committee  and  of  the  Ladies’  Health  Society.  He  stated 
the  objections  of  many  medical  men  to  the  practice  at  some 
Hospitals  of  granting  Diplomas  to  midwives  after  attend¬ 
ance  on  a  course  of  lectures,  but  without  insisting  on  any 
adequate  training.  The  position  of  the  Hospitals  is  that  it 
is  much  to  the  advantage  of  the  poor  to  be  able  to  call  in 
for  simple  cases  women,  who  have  had  some  instruction 
and  who  have  satisfied  the  examiners  of  their  knowledge. 
As  the  meeting  was  not  a  full  one  no  resolution  was  passed. 
It  may  be  mentioned  that  on  a  previous  occasion  the  Com¬ 
mittee  have  passed  a  resolution  stating  the  desirability  of 
the  certification  of  midwives. 

The  Committee,  with  the  Educational  and  Registration 
Committee  of  the  Social  Questions  Union,  sent  a  deputation 
to  the  Manchester  School  Board  asking  that  their  play¬ 
grounds  should  be  opened,  out  of  school  hours,  for  general 
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use  by  children.  (For  memorial  see  Appendix  A.)  The 
Association  being  aware,  from  experience  gained  several 
years  ago  when  an  identical  request  was  made,  that  the 
difficulty  in  the  way  was  the  provision  of  caretakers  to 
preserve  order  and  secure  the  school  buildings  from  injury, 
had  first  approached  the  Chief  Constable  who,  with  the 
sanction  of  the  Watch  Committee,  consented  to  supply 
policemen  in  plain  clothes  for  the  purpose.  This  was 
stated  to  the  Board,  who  undertook  to  communicate  with 
the  Watch  Committee  and,  if  their  requirements  were 
satisfied,  to  grant  the  use  of  their  playgrounds.  The  result 
of  the  joint  deputation  is  not  yet  known. 

A  deputation  of  the  Committee  with  the  Rector  of  St.  John’s 
and  a  number  of  the  residents  in  St.  John’s  Ward  waited 
upon  the  Parks  and  upon  the  Baths  Committees,  at  their 
meetings  in  March,  to  urge  that  a  plot  of  vacant  land  in  the 
ward  might  be  utilized  as  an  open  space  for  recreation,  and 
that  baths  should  be  erected  upon  another  suitable  site. 
The  deputation  was  in  both  cases  sympathetically  received, 
and  was  promised  that  its  requests  would  receive  early  con¬ 
sideration.  (For  memorial  re  Baths  see  Appendix  B  :  no 
memorial  was  presented  re  the  proposed  Open  Spaces.) 

The  Rector  of  St.  John’s,  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Leach,  availed 
himself  of  an  offer  from  the  Association  of  co-operation 
in  conducting  a  Healthy  Homes  Society,  and  he  accordingly 
took  steps  to  form  one  for  his  ward.  Several  meetings 
were  held,  the  lecturers  being  provided  by  the  Association. 
It  was  also  represented  at  a  ward  public  meeting  in  support 
of  the  demand  for  an  open  space  and  for  baths. 

The  authorities  of  the  Victoria  University  have  arranged 
to  give  certificates  of  proficiency,  after  examination,  to 
candidates  who  wish  to  qualify  themselves  for  the  position 
of  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  on  the  issue  of  the  plan  of 
studies  your  Committee  decided  to  prepare  a  circular  which 
should  supply  full  information  for  those  who  might  wish  to 
present  themselves  for  examination  as  to  the  facilities 
afforded  for  the  acquisition  of  the  requisite  knowledge  and 
experience.  This  is  now  in  hand  and  when  ready  it  will 
be  circulated.  Some  certificates  have  already  been  granted, 
and  it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  the  Sanitary  Committee 
of  the  Corporation  have  from  the  outset  appreciated  the 
importance  of  the  action  of  the  University,  the  first  to 
recognise  the  necessity  of  adequate  training  in  this  branch 
of  the  Service  of  Public  Health,  and  have  in  making  appoint¬ 
ments  given  a  preference  to  those  candidates  who  possessed 
the  Victoria  Certificate. 
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The  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  facilities  Teaching  of 
provided  for-  the  teaching  of  Hygiene,  not  particularly  for 
the  benefit  of  such  as  intend  entering  the  Public  Health 
Service  but  as  a  subject  of  general  instruction.  Inquiry 
showed  that  under  the  Manchester  School  Board  provision 
was  made  for  the  teaching  of  the  subject  to  scholars  and 
in  two  or  three  cases  to  adults  in  evening  classes  mainly 
for  women,  and  that  there  is  an  unsupplied  want  of  teaching 
for  youths  who  have  left  School,  contemplate  following  the 
occupation  of  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  who  desire  to  pre¬ 
pare  for  study  at  the  special  institutions  recognized  by  the 
University,  and  for  the  general  public  for  whom  instruction 
in  the  elements  of  hygiene  is  almost  a  necessity  if  any 
distinct  advance  in  home  sanitation  is  to  be  made.  The 
Committee  think  that  the  funds  provided  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  for  Technical  Education  (Beer  and  Wine  Duties)  might 
very  reasonably  be  applied  to  cover  this  work.  The  matter 
is  still  under  consideration. 

A  scheme  for  a  model  village,  with  plans  of  the  ground  ^™lj°sped  Model 
and  houses  and  a  perspective  view,  was  drawn  up 
Committee  and  sent  to  the  Lewis  Trustees  in  the  hope 
that  they  might  see  their  way  to  expend  some  of  the  money 
under  their  trust  upon  this  or  a  similar  scheme,  the  object 
of  which  is  to  provide  typically  healthy  dwellings  and  sur¬ 
roundings  on  a  site  near  a  suburban  railway  station  for 
workmen  who  have  been  displaced  by  the  various  improve¬ 
ments  and  alterations  in  the  city.  (For  letter  see  Appendix 
C.)  No  reply  has,  so  far,  been  received  from  the  Trustees, 
but  the  Committee  are  not  without  hope  that  a  project  so 
practical  and  promising  may  be  regarded  by  them  as  worthy 
of  very  careful  consideration. 

The  Conditions-of-Home-Life  Committee  of  the  Social  ^J'ets°"back 
Questions  Union  consulted  the  Association  on  the  question 
of  back-to-back  dwellings  and  overcrowding,  and  it  was 
decided  to  invite  them  to  meet  the  Ladies’  Health  Society 
at  a  conference  on  the  subject,  when  the  past  action  of  the 
Association  and  its  attitude  under  the  present  circumstances 
wrould  be  explained.  Most  valuable  and  interesting  infor¬ 
mation  on  the  overcrowding  which  results  from  the  compul¬ 
sory  closing  of  unhealthy  dwellings  w7as  given  by  members 
of  the  Ladies’  Health  Society,  and  the  meeting  was 
impressed  with  the  extreme  complication  of  the  whole 
question,  with  the  result  that  it  was  agreed  that  no  immedi¬ 
ate  action  was  desirable. 

During  the  prevalence  of  certain  forms  of  infectious  disease  infectious 
in  Manchester  the  Committee  decided  to  have  some  of  its  Manchester, 
tracts  collected  and  bound  in  one  pamphlet,  with  an  explan¬ 
atory  introduction,  the  whole  to  serve  as  a  handbook  for  the 
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assistance  of  the  visitors  of  the  Ladies’  Health  Society  and 
others.  The  Committee  would  be  glad  to  be  able  to  make  a 
free  grant  of  their  tracts  to  the  clergymen  of  all  denomina¬ 
tions  for  distribution,  but  at  present  funds  for  the  purpose 
are  wanting. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  has  been  directed  to  the 
danger  incurred  by  the  vast  populations  of  Manchester,  Sal¬ 
ford,  and  the  surrounding  districts,  due  to  the  failure  of 
some  of  the  Local  Boards  to  put  in  force  the  Act  for  the 
Compulsory  Notification  of  Disease.  Owing  to  these  gaps 
in  the  sanitary  cordon  the  difficulty  of  tracing  to  their 
source  outbreaks  of  such  complaints  as  smallpox,  or  scarlet 
fever  is  greatly  increased,  and  such  faineants  Boards  become 
a  positive  danger  to  their  neighbours.  Of  the  circle  of 
Local  Board  Districts  by  which  Manchester  is  surrounded 
there  are  only  three,  Kearsley,  Levenshulme,  and  Beddish 
which  have  not  adopted  the  Act.  Appeals  were  addressed 
to  these  three  by  the  Committee.  (See  Appendix  D.) 
Since  then  one  of  them,  Levenshulme,  has  partly  adopted 
the  Act,  but  not  so  far  as  compulsory  Notification  of  Cases 
of  Infectious  Disease. 

As  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Beport,  the  Committee  me¬ 
morialised  the  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Corporation  in 
favour  of  including  measles  in  the  schedule  of  diseases  for 
compulsory  notification.  During  the  past  year  a  reply  was 
received,  enclosing  a  report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
adverse  to  the  granting  of  the  prayer  of  the  Memorial,  and 
giving  reasons  for  his  decision.  At  the  same  time  the  Com¬ 
mittee  were  informed  of  the  steps  taken  by  the  Medical  Officer 
to  check,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  spread  of  the  complaint, 
and  under  the  circumstances  the  Committee  did  not  consider 
any  further  representations  to  the  Sanitary  Committee  would 
be  advantageous.  They  are  nevertheless  still  of  the  opinion 
that  the  high  mortality  from  measles,  double  that  from  scarlet 
fever,  calls  for  decided  action,  and  that  notification,  possiblyfor 
a  limited  number  of  years  and  in  a  modified  degree,  is  desir¬ 
able.  They  are  aware  that  owing  to  the  acute  infectivity  of 
measles  all  through  its  course,  and  especially  in  the  early 
stages  before  its  recognition,  notification  is  deprived  of  much 
of  value  as  a  safeguard;  but  they  hold  that  if  only  the  primary 
attack  in  each  household  affected  were  required  to  be  noti¬ 
fied  and  no  other  during  an  interval  of  six  weeks,  the  argu¬ 
ment  as  to  disproportionate  costs  would  be  met  and  the 
following  advantages  gained,  guidance  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  : — as  to  the  severity  of  the  outbreak  : — as  to  the 
Schools  infected  and  whether  closure  is  necessary ; — as  to 
whom  to  caution  with  regard  to  the  propagation  of  the  com¬ 
plaint.  At  present  the  Medical  Officer  is  entirely  without 
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information,  except  that  conveyed  by  the  mortality  returns, 
and  by  any  voluntary  reports  he  may  receive,  late  in  the 
course  of  an  outbreak,  from  school  managers. 

A  bill  for  the  Registration  of  Plumbers,  which  had  been  Registration  Bin 
introduced  in  the  House  of  Commons,  was  considered  by 
the  Committee,  who  agreed  that  the  bill  would  provide  an 
important  safeguard  to  the  public  health,  and  having 
petitioned  Parliament  in  its  favour,  succeeded  in  inducing 
some  kindred  societies  to  second  their  efforts. 


The  action  of  anti-vaccinators  in  encouraging  resistance 
to  the  law,  and  in  offering  to  pay  fines  imposed  for  non¬ 
vaccination  is  at  present  under  consideration  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  who  would  express  their  feeling  that  urgency  is 
required  in  the  production  of  the  report  of  the  Commission 
on  Vaccination  as  the  present  state  of  suspense  causes 
reluctance  in  the  enforcement  of  the  penal  clauses  of  the 
acts. 


Anti- vaccinators 
and  the  Law. 


The  Committee  willingly  consented  to  send  representatives  The  Smoke 
with  a  deputation  from  the  Noxious  Vapours  Abatement  '  msance- 
Association  to  the  City  Magistrates  on  the  subject  of  the 
smoke  nuisance  ;  the  object  being  to  secure  that  Magistrates 
who  are  engaged  in  smoke-producing  trades  should  not 
sit  when  smoke-nuisance  cases  are  before  the  Court.  The 
deputation  duly  attended  and  presented  a  memorial.  (See 
Appendix  E.)  On  the  same  day  the  Chairman  and  Secre¬ 
tary  were  present  at  a  meeting  of  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry,  and  took  part  in  a  discussion  on  a  paper  by 
Mr.  P.  Le  Neve  Foster  entitled  :  “  The  Prevention  of  Smoke 
arising  from  Intermittent  Firing.”  The  views  of  the 
Association  were  put  forward  opposing  a  claim  made  by  the 
reader  of  the  paper,  “  that  indulgence  should  be  shown  to 
certain  manufacturers  in  respect  of  the  quantity  of  smoke 
produced.” 

The  Committee  considered  the  propriety  of  appealing  Annual  Report 
to  the  Sanitary  Committee  to  take  the  opportunity  of  the  Department, 
appointment  of  a  new  Officer  of  Health  to  commence  the 
publication  of  an  Annual  Health  Report.  It  was  under¬ 
stood  that  Hr.  Tatham,  the  late  Medical  Officer,  had  in 
hand,  and  intended  shortly  to  publish  a  report  covering  the 
period  of  his  tenure  of  office,  and  pending  its  appearance  it 
was  decided  to  take  no  action.

notification.  The  reply  of  the  Board  being  unfavourable r 
the  Committee  contemplate  the  issue  of  returns  by  the 
Association,  if  they  can  secure  the  necessary  co-operation. 
(See  Appendix  F.) 

The  Committee  desire  to  secure  for  an  open  space  for 
recreation  a  site  in  Hulme  recently  cleared  under  the; 
orders  of  the  Unhealthy  Dwellings  Committee,  but  having 
ascertained,  on  enquiry,  that  legal  difficulties  stood  in  the 
way  they  made  no  appeal  to  the  Corporation. 

The  use  of  “  cordials  ”  for  the  purpose  of  quieting  and 
soothing  children,  often  by  those  in  whose  charge  the  child 
has  been  left  by  the  mother,  while  she  herself  is  at  work  in 
the  factory,  has  long  been  known  to  and  regretted  by  the 
Committee.  A  case  of  death  in  a  young  child  from  an  over¬ 
dose  occurred  lately,  and  a  sample  bottle  of  the  special 
“cordial”  used  has  been  obtained,  which  is  now  being 
analysed  at  the  request  of  the  Committee,  who  purpose 
publishing  a  report  on  the  composition  and  action  of  these 
mixtures. 

The  question  of  the  action  of  Thirlmere  water  upon  lead 
pipes,  and  its  possible  contamination  from  salts  of  lead  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Committee,  who  have  arranged  for  an 
analytical  investigation  and  report. 

The  Committee  has  continued  its  work  of  the  dissemin¬ 
ation  of  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  health  by  popular 
lectures  these  have  been  given  mainly  in  connection  with 
Healthy  Homes  Societies,  where  large  audiences  have  been 
secured.  The  demand  for  lectures  is  now  so  great  that 
more  help  is  urgently  needed,  and  offers  of  co-operation, 
especially  from  medical  men,  will  be  gratefully  received  and 
accepted. 

Another  branch  of  this  part  of  the  Association's  work  is 
carried  out  by  its  collection  of  printed  lectures  and  tracts  ; 
all  of  these  are  now  stereotyped,  and  continue  to  be  sold  by 
the  publishers.  (For  list  see  Appendix  G.)  The  thanks  of 
the  Association  are  due  to  the  following  gentlemen  who  have 
delivered  lectures  during  the  past  year  : — 

During  the  past  year  certain  changes  have  taken  place  in 
regard  to  some  of  the  Allied  Societies,  thus,  the  Committee 
oi  the  Children’s  Country  Holiday  Fund  and  of  the  Ladies’ 
Health  Society  determined  that  their  annual  meetings 
should  be  held  independently  *  and  the  Committee  for 
Securing  Open  Spaces  for  Becreation,  having  accomplished 
certain  specific  objects  and  seen  realized,  to  a  large  extent, 
the  demand  for  open  spaces,  have  during  the  year  under¬ 
taken  no  new  work  since  on  the  first  of  January,  1894,  they 
transferred  the  Procter  Gymnasium  to  the  Committee  of 
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the  Hulme  Lads’  Club,  consequently  they  present  this  year 
no  report  beyond  a  financial  statement.  The  following 
excerpt  from  the  report  of  last  year  will  explain  the  reason 
for  the  continued  existence  of  the  Committee. 

“  The  arrangement  with  the  Corporation,  who  are  the 
“  owners  of  the  Procter  Gymnasium,  was  virtually  for  a 
“  tenancy  of  five  years,  of  which  three  are  expired.  For  two 
“years  to  come  a  certain  responsibility  of  supervision  rests 
“  with  the  Open  Spaces  Committee  for  which  provision  has 
“been  made  in  the  agreement  with  the  Committee  of  the 
“  Hulme  Lads’  Club.  Some  office  expenses  will  be  incurred 
“during  this  period,  and  it  is  hoped  that  those  who  have 
“shewn  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Open  Spaces 
“  Committee  by  paying  annual  subscriptions  will  not,  during 
“  the  next  two  years,  withdraw  their  support.  It  is  arranged 
“  that  any  balance  of  income  not  required  for  such  expenses 
“  shall  be  devoted  to  giving  prizes  for  Athletic  Competitions 
“  at  the  Procter  Gymnasium  and  other  similar  Institutions. 

“  A  member  of  the  Committee  has  undertaken  to  discharge 
“  the  debt  due  to  the  Bank,  by  a  special  donation,  so  as  to 
“place  it  in  the  power  of  the  Open  Spaces  Committee  to 
“  dispose  in  this  beneficial  manner  of  any  income  which  may 
“  accrue  from  the  continuance  of  the  annual  subscriptions. 

“There  is,  moreover,  this  plea  for  the  resolution  of  the  Open 
“  Spaces  Committee  to  continue  in  existence,  at  all  events 
“for  the  next  two  years — that  in  the  meantime  some  call 
“may  arise  unexpectedly  for  a  further  exertion  of  influence. 

“  It  is  true  that  public  opinion,  which  was  at  the  commence- 
“  ment  of  the  Committee’s  work  comparatively  cold  and 
“indifferent,  is  now  strongly  enlisted  on  the  side  of  Open 
“  Spaces,  but  it  cannot  always  be  counted  upon  to  act 
“  promptly  in  a  particular  case,  and,  therefore,  an  abrupt  act 
“  of  extinction  seems  to  the  Committee  unwise  as  long  as  any 
“  excuse,  such  as  has  been  indicated,  can  be  found  for  the 
“maintenance  of  the  organization. 

“It  should  be  stated  that  the  Open  Spaces  Committee 
“  joined  with  the  parent  society  in  their  effort  to  secure  an 
“  open  space  for  Hulme,  referred  to  in  an  earlier  paragraph, 

“  and  was  prepared  to  take  action  at  the  moment  when  the 
“  reason  given  for  dropping  the  matter  was  made  known.” 

From  these  changes  it  followed  that  only  the  Noxious  Conferenceon^ 
Vapours  Abatement  Association  (and  the  parent  society)  in  improving  ‘ 
were  left  to  combine  for  the  annual  meeting  this  year,  and  the  ?oew^nltatlun  ot 
Committee  determined  to  make  a  new  departure  by  holding, 
in  connection  with  the  meeting,  a  Sanitary  Conference,  the 
programme  of  which  is  given  in  Appendix  (H).  This  is 
looked  forward  to  with  much  interest,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
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Resignation  of 
Dr.  Ransome. 


the  experiment  may  be  attended  with  so  large  a  measure  of 
success  as  to  justify  its  annual  repetition,  the  Committee 
feeling  that  the  sphere  of  usefulness,  open  to  voluntary  aid 
in  improving  the  sanitation  of  towns,  especially  in  this  and 
the  surrounding  populous  manufacturing  districts,  is  so 
wide  that  an  annual  conference,  to  which  may  be  invited 
distinguished  sanitary  experts  from  various  parts  of  the 
country,  would  unquestionably  prove  of  great  advantage  to 
the  cause  of  sanitary  reform. 

The  Committee  have  to  record,  with  unfeigned  regret, 
their  sense  of  the  loss  the  Association  has  sustained  by  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  Bansome,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
necessitated  by  his  removal  to  Bournemouth.  He  joined 
the  Committee  in  1857,  and  was  Honorary  Secretary  from 
1859  to  1863.  On  Dr.  Noble  succeeding  Mr.  Thos.  Turner 
as  Chairman,  in  1873,  Dr.  Bansome  became  Deputy  Chair¬ 
man,  and  he  succeeded  Dr.  Noble,  as  Chairman  in  1880. 
During  his  37  years’  service  on  the  Committee  his  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  Association  never  abated  ;  he  was  most 
assiduous  in  attendance  at  meetings,  accompanying  deputa¬ 
tions,  or  taking  part  in  inquiries  and  scientific  investigations. 
The  publications  of  the  Association,  although  enriched  by 
many  contributions  from  his  pen,  give  only  a  faint  idea  of 
extent  of  the  work  done  by  him  as  lecturer  during  his  long 
connection  with  the  Association,  and  it  is  scarcely  too  much 
to  say  that  his  personal  influence  was  no  inconsiderable 
factor  in  securing  for  the  Association  that  respective  and 
attentive  hearing  from  the  authorities  for  such  representations 
as  the  Association  made  to  them  from  time  to  time,  which 
resulted,  as  the  annals  of  the  Association  show,  in  the  steady 
and  continuous  progress  of  sanitary  reform  in  Manchester 
and  Salford.  His  name  first  appears  in  the  Committee  as 
“  Mr.  A.  Bansome,  B.A.,  M.B.C.S.”  For  some  years  past 
it  has  been  “  Arthur  Bansome,  M.D.,  M.A.,  F.B.S.”  The 
difference  in  degrees  marks  his  steady  advance  in  scientific 
research,  and  as  Chairman  of  this  Association  his  work  for 
societies  and  scientific  literature  has  contributed  largely  to 
the  unique  position  held  by  the  Association  as  the  pioneer 
of  sanitary  reform  in  the  kingdom. 

The  Committee  had  great  pleasure  in  initiating  a  subscrip¬ 
tion  to  provide  a  small  token  of  the  regard  in  which  Dr. 
Bansome  is  held  by  his  colleagues  and  fellow  citizens.  The 
testimonial  took  the  form  of  a  silver  inkstand  for  Dr.  Bansome, 
and  a  silver  tea-service  for  Mrs.  Bansome,  with  suitable  in¬ 
scriptions.  The  Committee  wish  their  late  Chairman  many 
years  of  good  health  for  continued  usefulness. 

The  Committee  have  to  record  with  regret  the  death  of 
Dr.  W.  Lauder — a  colleague  who  in  past  years  rendered 
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willing  and  valuable  help  to  the  Association,  as  lecturer  and 
otherwise. 

The  Association,  like  all  other  voluntary  societies,  is  Finance, 
suffering  from  loss  of  income,  owing  to  death,  removals,  &c.  To 
make  these  good,  new  contributions  are  earnestly  requested. 

The  Committee  are  particularly  wishful  for  help  in  forming 
a  fund  for  the  special  purpose  of  circulating  extensivly  and 
systematically  its  excellent  literature,  which  gained  a  Diploma 
of  Honour  at  the  International  Health  Exhibition,  London, 
in  1884.  One  of  the  chief  aids  which  voluntary  societies 
like  this  can  render  to  the  legally  constituted  authorities  is, 
the  education  of  the  people  in  the  responsibilities  of 
individuals  in  securing  a  high  standard  of  public  health.  The 
wide  dissemination  of  the  literature  of  the  Association  is 
eminently  calculated  to  promote  this  desirable  object,  and 
consequently  contributions  towards  the  object  will  be  very 
wisely  bestowed. 

The  Committee  have  been  much  disappointed  at  their  The  Berriage 
being  so  far  overlooked  by  the  Trustees  of  the  late  ru  ' 

Mr.  Berridge,  who  left  a  large  sum  for  the  promotion  of 
education  in  sanitary  matters  in  Great  Britain.  As  yet, 
only  those  societies  whose  operations  are  confined  to  London, 
or  centred  there,  have  benefited  from  the  fund.  This  Asso¬ 
ciation  has,  at  least,  as  good  a  claim  as  any  of  the  institutions 
so  far  favoured,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Trustees  will 
yet  recognise  this  fact. 

Despite  a  general  impression  to  the  contrary,  created  bv  a  Death  of  the  city, 
sunless  and  wet  summer,  the  past  year  has  been  a  more  officer’s  Quarter- 
than  ordinarily  healthy  one,  and  the  rate  of  mortality  for  ReP°rts- 
the  city  is  unusually  low,  being  19-89  in  place  of  24-48,  the 
average  for  the  last  three  years.  This  reduction  is  largely 
due  to  the  absence  of  extremes  of  temperature,  for  the  pub¬ 
lished  tables  show  that  in  such  diseases  as  diarrhoea,  the 
mortality  from  which  surely  increases  as  the  subsoil 
temperature  rises,  in  1894  the  number  of  deaths. was  less 
than  half  the  number  in  1893,  and  lung  diseases  where  high 
mortality  follows  low  temperatures,  the  death  rate  per  1000 
was  in  1894,  4-36  against  an  average  rate  for  the  past  three 
years  of  6*16.  The  death  rate  from  the  seven  principal 
zymotics  has  also  been  smaller,  2-41  instead  of  3-28. 

It  is  a  fair  conclusion  to  draw  that  if  the  city  mortality  has 
been  during  the  year  so  small,  then  the  amount  of  disease  not 
followed  by  death  must  have  been  diminished,  and  that  too 
even  in  a  higher  ratio.  It  is  therefore  somewhat  disquieting  to 
turn  to  the  figures  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
as  to  the  amount  of  “  Sickness  treated  at  the  public  ex¬ 
pense,”  which  show  that  the  fresh  cases  of  general  sickness 
under  treatment  at  the  public  hospitals  and  dispensaries  of 
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Manchester  numbered  41,036  showing  an  increase  over  last 
year  of  326.  That  is,  roughly  speaking,  one  in  every  twelve 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Manchester  was,  during  the  twelve 
months,  ill  and  so  poor  as  to  have  to  get  his  treatment  at 
the  expense  of  his  charitable  neighbours,  and  this  estimate 
leaves  out  those  whose  ailments  required  special  attention 
and  who  attended  such  hospitals  as  the  Eye,  the  Skin,  the 
Ear,  and  Throat,  in  St.  Mary’s  ;  the  Clinical,  the  Southern 
or  Pendlebury,  and  the  a'bsolute  pauper  class,  the  expense 
of  whose  treatment  falls  on  the  rates. 

The  report  has  elsewhere  alluded  to  the  question  of  the 
compulsory  notification  of  measles,  but  your  Committee 
would  again  draw  public  attention  to  the  high  mortality 
caused  by  such  “  common  ”  complaints  as  measles  and 
w7hooping  cough,  so  that  while  there  were  116  deaths  from 
scarlet  fever,  there  were  222  and  286  deaths  from  measles 
and  whooping  cough  respectively. 

Another  and  an  absolutely  preventable  cause  of  death  in 
infants  and  one  equally  needing  thoughtful  attention  from 
the  public,  is  “  overlaying.”  During  the  year  93  inquests 
have  been  held  where  according  to  the  verdicts  death  has 
resulted  from  “  suffocation  in  bed.” 

Your  Committee  would  express  their  opinion  that  despite 
the  advances  of  Sanitary  Science  there  remains  much  to  be 
done  to  improve  the  health  of  the  people  and  the  conditions 
under  which  they  work  and  live,  and  that  there  is  a  point, 
almost  within  view,  beyond  which  by  no  amount  of  municipal 
care  and  expenditure  of  money  on  sanitation  can  the  standard 
of  health  be  raised,  and  that  now  the  main  need  is  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  in  the  way  in  which  they 
may  live  the  most  healthy,  the  most  happy  lives.  This  is  one 
of  the  chief  objects  of  the  existence  of  the  Association,  and 
they  confidently  appeal  for  public  sympathy  and  assistance 
in  the  work  they  have  undertaken.

A.— USE  OE  PLAYGROUNDS  AFTER  SCHOOL 

HOURS. 

To  the  Manchester  School  Board. 

The  joint  Memorial  of  the  Committee  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford 
Sanitary  Association,  and  the  Educational  avid  Recreative  Committee 
of  the  Social  Questions  Union 

Respectfully  Slieweth, 

That  owing  to  the  dearth  of  playground  accommodation  in  the 
more  densely  populated  parts  of  Manchester,  children  have  only  the 
streets  in  which  to  indulge  their  natural  instincts  out  of  school  hours, 
and  by  using  the  streets  they  become  liable  to  interference  by  the 
police,  for  breaking  the  Bye-laws  of  the  Corporation.  The  conflict 
with  authority  thus  engendered  must  have  a  prejudicial  effect  upon 
character. 

Your  Memorialists  suggest  that  the  Board  School  playgrounds,  if 
thrown  open  for  general  use  out  of  school  hours,  would  largely  meet 
the  necessities  of  the  case.  They  are  aware  that  some  years  ago  the 
experiment  wTas  tried  at  the  instance  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford 
Sanitary  association,  .but  owing  to  the  rough  conduct  of  some 
frequenters  of  the  grounds  it  had  to  be  abandoned. 

Your  Memorialists  assume  that  this  unfortunate  result  was  owing 
to  inadequate  supervision,  and  while  now  appealing  for  a  repetition 
of  the  experiment,  your  Memorialists  are  authorised  to  state  that  if 
the  use  of  the  grounds  be  granted,  the  Watch  Committee  will  provide 
the  necessary  superintendence,  by  officers  in  plain  clothes. 

Your  Memorialists  desire  to  state  that  the  experiment  has  been 
successfully  tried  at  Birmingham,  the  cursory  supervision  of  a  resident 
caretaker  having  been  found  sufficient  to  maintain  order. 

In  view  of  the  great  benefit  which  the  community  would  derive 
from  the  proposed  increase  of  facilities  for  recreation,  your 
Memorialists  trusts  that  this  appeal  will  receive  your  favourable 
consideration.

C.— PROPOSED  MODEL  VILLAGE. 

33  Brazennose  Street. 

Manchester,  April  5th ,  1894. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  late  Mr.  David  Lewis’s  Bequest. 
Gentlemen, 

The  Committee  of  this  Association  wishful  to  promote  the 
interests  of  the  public  health  desire  to  approach  you  with  a  suggestion, 
the  adoption  of  which  would  necessarily  result  in  lasting  benefit  to  the 
working  classes  of  Manchester  ;  it  is  that  you  will  carry  out  a  scheme 
advocated  by  the  late  Mr.  John  Leigh,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
Manchester — viz.,  the  erection  of  a  model  village  provided  with  an 
ample  playground  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city,  say  about  three  miles 
from  the  Infirmary,  and  convenient  of  access  by  rail  or  tramway. 
Plans  which  are  of  course  intended  merely  to  illustrate  the  proposal 
are  submitted  herewith,  and  from  the  estimates  supplied  by  the 
Architects  who  prepared  the  plans — a  firm  of  high  repute — it  will  be 
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seen  that  a  return  of  5  per  cent,  on  the  outlay  is  shown.  The 
Architects  state  that  the  estimates  of  cost  are  maximum  amounts. 
The  block  plan  shows  the  houses  arranged  to  form  an  ordinary  road  or 
street,  because  there  was  no  particular  site  in  view,  but  the  Architects, 
say  that  given  a  suitable  plot  it  would  be  possible,  with  due  regard  to 
economy  to  place  the  houses  somewhat  irregularly  with  a  view  to 
picturesque  effect  and  provide  a  large  playground  for  common  use. 
The  following  shows  how  the  return  of  5  per  cent,  is  arrived  at  : —

The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  rents  charged  should  not 
be  so  low  as  to  discourage  private  capitalists  from  investing  money  in 
the  formation  of  other  country  colonies.  They  believe  that  5  per 
cent,  may  be  regarded  as  ample  margin  to  cover  possible  loss  from 
empties  and  default,  also  cost  of  management,  and  leave  a  residue 
which  might  accumulate  for  extension  of  building  operations,  or  be 
employed  in  kindred  work  in  the  City. 

In  the  above  statement  the  rent  is  taken  at  an  amount  which  with 
cost  of  railway  pass  added  is  equal  to  what  an  artizan  commonly  pays 
for  equal  house  accommodation  in  say  Hulme,  Chorlton-on-Medlock, 
and  parts  of  Ancoats,  but  in  the  village  he  would  have  the  following 
advantages  : — 

1.  — A  dwelling  such  as  would  naturally  foster  a  feeling  of  house 

pride  in  the  occupants,  which  would  be  a  powerful  factor  in 
promoting  the  cultivation  of  cleanliness  and  order.  The 
attraction  of  such  a  dwelling  as  compared  with  the  ordinary 
cottage  in  a  monotonous  row  in  a  back  street  in  the  city  is 
obvious,  and  there  cannot  be  the  the  slightest  doubt  that 
there  would  be  great  competition  for  such  dwellings,  for 
this,  if  no  other  reason. 

2.  — The  aid  to  health  of  living  amid  pleasant  surroundings  in  pure 

air  in  which  the  depression  of  spirits  which  is  a  recognised 
incentive  to  drinking  would  not  be  felt. 

3.  — The  removal  of  the  children  from  the  demoralising  influences 

of  street  life  in  the  city  to  homes  offering  them  ample  pro¬ 
vision  for  healthy  exercise. 

4.  — The  possession  of  a  considerable  plot  of  ground  enabling  the 

tenant  to  indulge,  and  train  his  children  to  share,  the  taste 
so  common  amongst  Lancashire  artizans  for  gardening. 

5.  — The  option  (if  so  decided)  of  enabling  the  tenant  ultimately  to 

become  owner  by  payment  of  a  purchasing  rent. 

It  may  safelf^  be  assumed  that  in  consideration  of  such  advantages 
a  slightly  increased  rent  would  be  obtainable  if  5/6  should  not  realise 
the  result  here  shown. 
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If  the  principle  of  allowing  tenants  to  purchase  by  paying  an 
increased  rent  for  a  limited  period  were  adopted,  the  capital  invested 
might  be  perpetually  employed  in  the  same  work. 

It  is  believed  by  our  Committee  that  the  carrying  out  of  such  a 
scheme  would  serve  a  useful  purpose,  in  addition  to  the  advantages 
referred  to  already — viz.,  by  rendering  available  for  others,  cottages  of 
a  comparatively  good  class,  it  would  facilitate  the  action  of  the 
Corporation  in  condemning  unhealthy  dwellings  and  forming  open 
spaces  in  crowded  districts.  We  are  assured,  on  good  authority,  that 
the  Corporation  itself  will  not  undertake  any  such  work  as  we  have 
now  sketched  out.

P.S. — Since  the  draft  of  the  foregoing  was  submitted  to  our  Committee 
the  Architects  have  ascertained  that  the  site  which  the  late 
Mr.  Leigh  had  in  view  is  still  available,  and  may  be  had  on 
very  favourable  terms.  A  rough  plan  for  the  laying  out  of 
this  property  (about  15§  acres)  is  accordingly  included  with 
the  other  plans,  and  an  estimate  based  upon  it  is  appended 
hereto.  In  the  rough  plan  no  provision  is  made  for  a 
recreation  hall,  as  it  does  not  properly  come  within  the  scope 
of  an  undertaking  based  on  commercial  lines.  If  deemed 
essential  it  might  be  provided  for  either  by  voluntary  con¬ 
tributions  or  by  a  slight  increase  of  rents,  and  there  would 
be  ample  space  for  it  on  the  enlarged  playground.

D.— COMPULSORY  NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE. 


The  Memorial  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association. 


Respectfully  Sheweth, 


That  your  Memorialists  are  deeply  interested  in  the  promotion  of 
measures  of  a  practical  kind  for  safeguarding  the  public  health,  not 
only  in  Manchester  and  Salford,  but  in  the  surrounding  district  and 
the  country  generally. 

That  compulsory  notification  of  infectious  diseases  has  had  a  most 
salutary  effect  in  checking  the  spread  of  those  complaints,  and  the 
value  of  the  present  permissive  act  is  attested  by  the  large  number  of 
authorities  which  have  adopted  it. 


That  of  all  the  authorities  surrounding  Manchester  and  Salford, 
only  three,  of  which  you  are  one,  have  up  to  the  present  time  failed 
to  adopt  the  act. 


That  the  disadvantage  at  which  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  thus  placed,  in  coping  with  disease  likely  to  become  epidemic,  is  a 
source  of  danger  not  only  to  the  inhabitants  of  your  own  district,  but 
also  to  some  extent  to  the  whole  of  this  densely  populated  neighbour¬ 
hood. 


Your  Memorialists  respectfully  urge  that  you  should  forthwith 
take  the  needful  steps  to  place  your  district  abreast  of  neighbouring 
ones  in  resisting  infectious  diseases  by  adopting  the  Compulsory 
Notification  of  Diseases  Act.

E.— MAGISTRATES  AND  THE  SMOKE  NUISANCE. 


The  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  City  of  Manchester. 


The  Memorial  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association 
and  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Noxious  Vapours  Abatement 
Association. 

Respectfully  S h e w e t h , 

That  your  Memorialists  being  interested  in  the  suppression  of  the 
nuisance  caused  by  the  excessive  pollution  of  the  air  by  coal  smoke,  a 
nuisance  not  onty  injurious  to  health  but  otherwise  a  great  public  evil, 
and  which,  according  to  the  highest  expert  authority,  is  preventable, 
have  ventured  to  approach  your  Bench  with  a  view  to  the  more 
effective  administration  of  the  law. 

Your  Memorialists  recognise  the  difficulty  experienced  by 
Magistrates  connected  with  industries  in  respect  of  which  the  law  is 
sought  to  be  enforced,  when  called  upon  to  adjudicate  upon  cases 
brought  before  them  relating  to  smoke  nuisances,  and  however  anxious 
the  magistrates  so  circumstanced  may  be,  to  administer  the  law 
impartially,  the  fact  remains,  that  in  some  instances  their  interests 
must  conflict  with  their  duty.  This  difficulty  was  manifest  at  a  recent 
sitting  of  the  court  when  cases  of  smoke  nuisance  had  to  be  dealt  with. 
The  presiding  Magistrate  on  the  occasion  expressed  himself  as  follows: 
“  I  have  myself  been  persecuted  and  have  tried  to  get  satisfaction  in 
regard  to  a  member  of  the  Corporation  who  was  a  great  offender,  but 
it  took  me  two  years  to  do  it.  Under  the  circumstances  I  am  bound 
to  say  that  I  am  not  a  fair  man  to  sit  in  judgment  in  this  case.”  The 
anomaly  referred  to,  would  no  doubt  be  removed  if  magistrates  so 
interested  were,  as  in  the  case  of  licensing  matters,  to  abstain  from 
hearing  the  cases  in  question.  But  your  Memorialists  feel,  that  such 
an  arrangement  might  be  invidious  and  be  difficult  to  carry  out.  They 
however,  respectfully  suggest  that  the  object  sought  might  be  attained 
if  the  business  to  be  brought  before  the  court  were  so  arranged  that 
all  cases  of  alleged  smoke  nuisance  should  be  heard  before  the 
Stipendiary  Magistrate.

F. — GOVERNMENT  RETURNS  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE. 

To  the  Right  Hon.  Gh  I.  Shaw  Lepeyre,  M.P.,  &c.,  President  of  the 

Local  Government  Board. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association 
Respectfully  Siieweth, 

That  your  Memorialists  are  a  body  consisting  of  medical  men, 
chemists,  engineers,  lawyers,  bankers,  merchants,  and  others,  associated 
for  the  purpose  of  promoting  sanitary  reform  and  the  advancement 
of  sanitary  science. 

That  their  society  is  the  oldest  of  its  kind  in  the  kingdom,  having 
been  founded  forty- two  years  ago. 

That  almost  from  the  outset  it  has  urged  the  great  importance  of 
supplying  data  for  the  study  of  epidemics,  and  the  course  of  infectious 
disease  under  ordinary  conditions  in  any  locality. 

That  prior  to  the  adoption  of  legislation  providing  for  compulsory 
notification  of  infectious  diseases,  the  Association  published  weekly 
returns  of  infectious  disease  in  Manchester  and  Salford,  the  particulars 
of  which  were  voluntarily  supplied  by  the  medical  officers  of  the 
various  local  hospitals,  poor  law  medical  officers,  &c.,  and  amply 
demonstrated  the  utility  of  such  information. 

That  in  1884  your  Memorialists  appealed  to  the  President  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  (Sir  Charles  Dilke)  to  inaugurate  the 
publication  of  official  returns  of  infectious  disease  for  all  towns  and 
disticts  which  had  adopted  the  Compulsory  Notification  of  Diseases 
Act.  The  reply  was  unfavourable  on  the  ground  that  “  they  (the 
Board)  are  unable  to  satisfy  themselves  that  there  is  a  probability  of 
their  being  able  to  obtain  regularly  and  promptly  accurate  and 
complete  returns  of  these  cases  of  sickness  for  the  purpose  of 
publication.” 

Your  Memorialists  submit  that  with  the  further  experience  of  ten 
years  working  of  the  Act  now  available  and  the  largely  increased 
number  of  towns  which  have  adopted  the  Act,  there  is  sufficient  data, 
for  returns  of  great  value  to  sanitary  science  and  these  can  be  collated 
satisfactorily  by  a  government  department  only. 

Your  Memorialists  suggest  that  in  case  the  Local  Government 
Board  is  not  empowered  to  demand  such  statistics,  steps  be  taken  to 
obtain  such  powers  from  Parliament  as  early  as  possible. 
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Your  Memorialists  therefore  pray  that  in  the  interests  of 
Sanitary  Science,  and  consequently  of  the  public  health,  you 
will  cause  such  measures  to  be  taken  as  will  ensure  the 
publication,  at  intervals  as  short  as  possible,  returns  of  infectious 
disease  throughout  the  kingdom.

I  am  directed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  advert  to  your 
letter,  forwarding  a  Memorial  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary 
Association,  with  reference  to  the  regular  publication  at  intervals  of 
returns  of  infectious  disease  throughout  the  kingdom. 


As  the  Memorialists  are  no  doubt  aware  the  Board  by  arrangement 
with  the  District  Councils  of  a  large  number  of  Urban  Districts,  where 
the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  is  in  force  receive 
weekly  Returns  of  the  cases  notified,  and  statements  of  the  particulars 
furnished  by  these  Returns  are  forwarded  by  the  Board  each  week,  to 
the  Authorities  of  the  Districts  from  which  the  Returns  are  received. 
On  reference  to  pages  16,  108  —  115  of  the  Report  of  the  Board’s 
Medical  Officers  for  1892-3,  published  as  a  supplement  to  the  Board’s 
Annual  Report,  it  will  be  seen  that  in  the  case  of  the  Districts  referred 
to  a  statement  is  published  showing  the  number  of  notified  cases  of 
certain  diseases,  and  the  number  of  deaths  from  those  diseases  where 
the  necessary  data  as  to  deaths  can  be  ascertained  from  the  Returns  of 
the  Registrar  General. 


I  am  to  add  that  the  Board  doubt  the  advantage  of  extending  the 
mblication  of  such  Returns  as  are  supplied  to  them,  so  long  as  the 
infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  remains  a  voluntary  one.

I. — Objects  of  the  Association. 

1.  To  promote  attention  to  Personal  and  Domestic  Clean¬ 
liness,  Temperance,  and  the  Laws  of  Health  generally. 

2.  To  aid  the  constituted  authorities  in  the  promotion  of 
Sanitary  Improvement. 

II. — Means  to  be  Employed  for  these  Purposes. 

3.  Visitation  of  Districts  represented  to  the  Committee  as 
requiring  special  Sanitary  inquiry. 

4.  Familiar  and  well-illustrated  Lectures  given  in  School¬ 
rooms  or  elsewhere. 

5.  The  distribution  of  short  Tracts,  written  in  plain 
language,  to  be  given  or  lent  to  the  poor  by  Ministers  of 
Keligion,  School  Teachers,  and  the  various  Agents  of  Societies 
employed  in  District  Visiting. 

6.  The  investigation  and  discussion  of  Sanitary  questions 
and  publication  of  papers. 
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III. — Government  of  the  Association. 

7.  The  Association  shall  be  under  the  government  of  a 
Committee  consisting  of  not  less  than  twelve  members 
(exclusive  of  ex  officio  members),  a  Treasurer  and  Deputy 
Treasurer,  and  one  or  more  Honorary  Secretaries.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  to  appoint  a  Chairman,  and  fill  up  vacancies  arising 
during  the  year.  Any  person  to  be  added  to  the  Committee 
after  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  proposed  and  seconded  by 
members  of  it,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  election  to 
be  proceeded  with  at  the  next  ensuing  meeting,  in  the  circular 
convening  which  notice  of  the  intended  election  shall  be  given. 

IV. — Members  of  the  Association. 

8.  Subscribers  of  5s.  a  year  and  upwards,  and  Donors  of  £5 
and  upwards,  shall  be  members  of  the  Association. 

V. — Meeting  of  Members. 

9.  The  members  of  the  Association  shall  meet  annually  in 
January,  when  the  report  of  the  Committee  for  the  past  year 
shall  be  read,  the  Committee,  a  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
and  Treasurer  elected.  The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  and 
Treasurer  to  be  ex  officio  Members  of  the  Committee,  but  invited 
to  meetings  only  after  special  resolution  ad  hoc.  A  draft  of  the 
Annual  Report  shall  be  sent  to  every  Member  of  the  Committee 
three  clear  days  prior  to  their  meeting  for  the  consideration  of 
such  Report. 

10.  The  Chairman  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Association,  on  a  requisition  stating  precisely  the  object  for 
which  such  meeting  is  called,  and  signed  by  five  members  of 
the  Committee. 

11.  No  rule  shall  be  adopted  or  altered  except  at  a  meeting 
specially  called,  nor  without  fourteen  days’  previous  notice. 

VI. — The  Committee. 

12.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of — 1st,  Members  of  the 
Medical  Profession  ;  2ndly,  Ministers  of  Religion ;  and  3rdly, 
Persons  not  belonging  to  either  profession. 
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13.  The  five  members  of  the  Committee  who  have  attended 
the  least  number  of  meetings  during  the  year  shall  annually 
retire,  and  if  less  than  twelve  remain,  others  be  elected  in  their 
stead. 

14.  At  the  meetings  of  the  Committee,  three  members  shall 
be  a  quorum.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  the  senior 
member  of  Committee  present  shall  take  the  chair. 

15.  The  Committee  shall  fix  their  own  date  for  an  ordinary 
monthly  meeting. 

16.  At  Committee  meetings,  after  the  regular  business 
is  disposed  of,  and  on  such  other  occasions  as  the  Committee 
may  appoint,  when  the  members  of  the  Association  shall  be 
invited  to  be  present,  the  reading  of  papers  and  practical  sug¬ 
gestions  on  various  sanitary  subjects  shall  be  encouraged. 

17.  When  tracts  and  reports  are  published  by  the  Committee, 
the  responsibility  of  wording  and  contents  shall  rest  with  the 
authors,  whose  names  shall  be  appended. 

VII. — Sub-Committees. 

18.  A  Finance  Committee  and  other  Sub-Committees  shall 
be  appointed  annually  by  the  Committee  to  carry  out  the  objects 
of  the  Association  ;  the  Chairman  of  each  Sub-Committee  shall 
be  required  to  report  to  the  Committee  at  the  ordinary  meet¬ 
ing  in  every  month  the  result  of  the  deliberations  of  the 
Sub-Committee. 

19.  Inquiries  into  the  special  causes  of  unhealthiness  of 
certain  localities,  and  other  investigations,  shall  be  assigned 
to  individual  members  of  the  Committee,  or  to  Sub-Committees 
appointed  for  the  purpose. 

20.  The  reports  of  each  Sub-Committee  shall  be  drawn  up 
by  their  Chairman,  or  any  other  member  selected  by  them, 
and  shall  be  presented  with  the  least  possible  delay. 
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21.  The  Chairman  and  Honorary  Secretaries  are  ex  officio 
members,  and  are  regularly  to  be  apprised  of  the  meetings  of 
all  Sub-Committees. 

VIII. — Secretary. 

22.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  and  pay  a  Secretary, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  in 
regard  to  Lectures  and  Returns,  convene  the  meetings,  take 
and  insert  the  minutes,  invoices,  inventory,  collect  the  sub¬ 
scriptions,  and  generally  to  act  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee,  all  publications  authorised  by  whom  shall  be  signed 
“  By  order.” 

IX. — Lectures,  Tracts,  &c. 

23.  All  lectures  shall  be  delivered  in  plain  language,  and 
illustrated,  if  possible,  by  specimens,  models,  or  drawings. 

24.  Opportunity  for  inquiry  and  conversation  shall  be 
afforded  after  each  Lecture. 

25.  Tracts  shall  not  exceed  eight  pages,  duodecimo ;  they 
shall  be  written  in  plain  language,  and  as  much  as  possible  in 
harmony  with  the  Lectures  which  may  have  been  previously 
delivered. 

26.  Short  illustrated  placards,  containing  useful  hints, 
shall,  where  permission  can  be  obtained,  be  hung  up  in  mills, 
workshops,  and  conspicuous  places. 
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REPORT. 


We  have  again  to  report  a  year  of  excellent  work.  We  have 
reason  to  believe  that  its  quality  has  not  fallen  off ;  this  can 
be  seen  from  the  reports  of  the  Lady  Superintendents  of  the 
different  districts.  In  spite  of,  in  some  cases,  almost  intoler¬ 
able  drawbacks,  much  enlightment  has  been  spread ;  ideas  of 
cleanliness  and  order  have  penetrated  into  homes  where  they 
were  almost  entirely  lacking,  making  them  less  wretched. 
The  Health  Visitors  have  been  ready  as  ever  to  give  practical 
advice  and  help.  The  mother’s  meetings,  at  which  the  refining 
influence  of  the  Lady  Superintendents  on  the  women  of  the 
districts  is  most  directly  felt,  continue  to  be  an  educating 
power  as  well  as  a  pleasant  social  link.  Though  we  have  lost 
the  help  of  some  efficient  workers  on  our  Committee  (one  by 
death),  we  have  fortunately  been  able  to  secure  the  services  of 
a  number  of  energetic  new  workers.  The  diffident  unwilling¬ 
ness  to  join  in  the  work  of  the  Ladies’  Health  Society,  which 
we  have  deplored  in  former  years,  is  evidently  ceasing  to  exist. 
Among  our  new  recruits  this  year  are  two  Lady  Lecturers, 
who  give  addresses  at  the  mothers’  meetings,  when  requested, 
on  nursing  and  hygiene  respectively.  Though  we  feel  justified 
in  some  satisfaction  in  the  quality  of  our  work,  the  quantity 
unfortunately  has  had  to  be  diminished  on  account  of  want  of 
money.  New  subscriptions  are  wanted  very  badly.  One  new 
district,  Hulme  Central,  has  indeed  been  started,  the  Health 
Visitor’s  salary  being  guaranteed  ;  but  in  three  others — Deans- 
gate,  Chorlton-on-Medlock  South,  and  Hulme  Bast — the 
services  of  the  Health  Visitors  have  had  to  be  given  up  ;  in  the 
last-named  two  the  Lady  Superintendents  have  continued  to 
hold  mothers'  meetings,  hoping  that  the  pecuniary  position  of 
the  Society  may  improve,  and  that  the  sanitary  work  may  be 
taken  up  again.  A  study  of  the  balance  sheet  will  show  our 
great  need  of  an  increased  subscription  list. 

On  June  21st  Mrs.  Hardie  promoted  a  kind  feeling  among 
our  workers  by  giving  a  garden  party,  to  which  the  ladies  of 
the  Committee  and  the  Health  Visitors  were  invited.  The 
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gathering  was  very  pleasant,  and  made  useful  by  addresses 
from  Mrs.  Midwood,  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Children,  and  from  Dr.  Niven. 

Our  best  thanks  are  due  to  a  number  of  very  kind  friends, 
who  formed  themselves  into  a  committee,  with  branches  round 
Manchester,  to  organise  a  Charity  Ball  for  our  benefit.  They 
may  feel  repaid  for  their  efforts  by  having  done  their  work  with 
so  much  thoroughness  and  success  that  the  load  of  debt  which 
has  lately  embarrassed  us  by  its  accumulation  has  been  entirely 
removed,  and  we  are  left  with  a  sum  in  hand.  But  fresh  sub¬ 
scriptions  are  still  most  urgently  needed,  as  only  an  increase 
of  income  can  justify  us  in  resuming  our  work  in  the  districts 
given  up  this  year. 

The  following  statistics  from  the  report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  Manchester  will  give  some  idea  of  the  part 
of  the  Health  Visitors’  work,  which  can  be  shown  by

REPORT  FOR  1894. 


In  the  report  issued  in  1893  of  the  Glasgow  and  West  of 
Scotland  Smoke  Abatement  Association,  an  off-shoot  of  the 
Committee  for  Testing  Smoke  Preventing  Appliances,  which 
was  formed  a  few  years  ago  by  this  Association,  a  suggestion 
having  been  made  to  the  effect  that  some  organization  was 
needed  for  the  certification  and  registration  of  boilermen, 
enginemen,  furnacemen,  and  others  concerned  in  the 
conbustion  of  coal,  this  Association  prepared  a  scheme  for  an 
institute  to  direct  the  technical  training,  undertake  the 
examination  and  registration  of,  and  to  provide  an  employment 
bureau  for  such  artizans,  and  it  was  submitted  to  a  large 
number  of  persons  interested.  The  operatives  entered  into 
the  scheme  cordially,  but  some  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
in  obtaining  the  co-operation  of  a  sufficient  number  of 
employers  to  ensure  success  in  launching  the  organization. 
Some  progress  has  however  been  made,  and  in  connection 
with  another  development  of  this  Association,  to  be  mentioned 
presently,  it  is  likely  that  the  scheme  will  eventually  be 
carried  out.  The  advantages  to  be  anticipated  from  it  are 
explained  in  the  circular  issued,  a  copy  of  which  is  given  in 
the  Appendix  hereto.  (A.) 

The  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  “  Steam 
Engines  and  Boilers  Bill  ”  first  introduced  in  the  House  of 
Commons  in  1891.  The  promoter  of  the  Bill,  Mr  Sexton 
Karr,  M.P.,  was  communicated  with,  and  he  said  it  was 
intended  to  reintroduce  the  measure  when  the  state  of  public 
business  afforded  favourable  opportunity.  It  was  decided  that 
inasmuch  as  the  objects  of  the  Bill  were  akin  to  those  of  the 
new  Institute,  the  efforts  of  the  latter,  when  formed,  should  be 
directed  towards  support  of  the  measure,  work  in  which  this 
Association  would  co-operate. 

Prior  to  the  close  of  the  last  financial  year  of  the  Man¬ 
chester  Corporation,  the  Association  again  memorialised  the 
Gas  Commmittee  in  favour  of  a  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas. 
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For  copy  of  Memorial  see  Appendix  (B.)  The  reply  of  the 
Gas  Committee  was  to  the  effect  that  they  did  not  consider 
the  time  “  opportune  ”  for  complying  with  the  request.  The 
appeal  will  be  repeated  this  year,  and  owing  to  the  increased 
attention  attracted  to  this  subject  by  discussions  in  the  Council 
during  the  year,  and  by  correspondence  in  the  press,  it  is 
obvious  that  public  opinion  is  becoming  ripe  for  a  reform  which 
affords  the  only  practical  means  at  present  known  of  coping 
with  the  nuisance  caused  by  smoke  from  domestic  fires,  and 
consequently  the  present  attitude  of  the  Gas  Committee  can 
scarcely  be  maintained  much  longer. 

An  Inspector  has  again  been  employed  by  the  Association 
to  take  observations  of  smoke  nuisances,  with  a  view  to  showing 
that  undue  indulgence  was  granted  to  smoke  nuisances  in  the 
city.  The  result  was  that  more  cases  of  infringement  of  the 
Bye-laws  were  reported  by  the  Association’s  Inspector  for  the 
period  he  was  employed  than  by  all  four  Inspectors  employed 
by  the  Corporation.  Making  full  allowance  for  the  difference 
in  method  of  taking  observations  by  the  official  Inspectors  who 
watch  only  one  chimney  at  a  time,  it  would  seem  that  large 
numbers  of  offenders  are  allowed  to  pollute  the  atmosphere 
for  indefinite  periods  without  being  called  to  account  by  the 
authorities.  Even  the  inadequate  pressure  exercised  by  the 
Sanitary  Committee,  however,  has  been  enough  to  provoke 
complaints,  for  the  second  time,  from  certain  manufacturers 
whose  works  are  mainly  in  districts  recently  incorporated,  and 
who  being  previously  free  from  restraint,  now  find  interference 
irksome.  Their  contention  that,  in  certain  processes  of  manu¬ 
facture,  the  creation  of  black  smoke  is  unavoidable,  has  more 
than  once  been  denied  by  high  authorities.  A  deputation  of 
these  gentlemen  (the  manufacturers)  recently  waited  upon 
a  Sub-committee  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion,  to  claim  indulgence  for  their  trades  The  Committee  of 
this  Association,  knowing  that  it  would  be  an  abnegation  of 
duty  on  the  part  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  to  relax  their 
efforts  or  to  vary  their  procedure,  deemed  it  unnecessary  to 
present  a  counter  memorial,  but  a  sufficient  reply  to  the  action 
of  the  smoke  producers  was  afforded  by  the  resolution  passed 
at  a  Conference  convened  by  this  Associotion,  and  held  a  few 
days  prior  to  the  deputation  of  manufacturers  to  the  Sanitary 
Committee.  This  resolution  was  as  follows  : — 

“  That  steps  be  taken  to  form  a  Lancashire  Smoke  Abatement 
“  League,  with  branches  in  the  principal  towns  in  the  County, 
“and  that  the  present  company  and  the  Committee  of  Man¬ 
chester  and  Salford  Noxious  Yapours  Abatement  Association, 
“  with  power  to  add  to  their  number,  be  a  Provisional  Com- 
“  mittee  to  carry  this  resolution  into  effect.” 

The  districts  represented  included  Oldham,  Rochdale, 
Middleton,  and  Bolton,  in  each  of  which  Towns  there  is

already  the  nucleus  of  a  branch.  The  main  object  of  the 
League  is  to  enforce  the  law  prohibiting  unnecessary  pollution 
of  the  air  by  coal  smoke.  It  is  not  generally  known  that 
this  can  be  done  by  private  individuals,  (under  Sec.  105, 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,)  when  the  Authorities  neglect  to 
act,  and  indeed  the  law  has  been  put  in  motion  in  this  way 
with  marked  success  in  numerous  cases,  particularly  at 
Oldham,  Bochdale,  and  Middleton. 

This  Association  has  hitherto  relied  upon  moral  suasion 
and  educational  methods  to  effect  its  objects,  but  experience 
has  shown  that  there  are  many  offenders  who  are  amenable 
to  compulsion  only.  Hitherto  the  latter  have  been  able  to 
plead  with  some  plausibility,  that  while  willing  to  adopt 
means  for  preventing  smoke,  they  did  not  know  what  to  do, 
and  it  would  be  a  hardship  to  be  compelled  to  provide  costly 
apparatus,  the  success  of  which  was  doubtful.  The  work  of 
the  Committee  for  Testing  Smoke  Preventing  Appliances  is 
now  practically  ended,  and  the  issue  of  its  report  in  the  course 
of  a  few  weeks  will  deprive  smoke  producers  of  the  last  shred 
of  cause  for  continued  pollution  of  the  air.  The  time  is 
therefore  appropriate  for  a  determined  effort  to  put  down  this 
nuisance  which  is  so  fruitful  of  injury  to  the  public. 

It  has  long  been  recognised  as  an  invidious  state  of  things 
that  magistrates,  who  are  themselves  manufacturers,  should 
hear  summonses  against  persons  engaged  in  similar  industries. 
At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  City  Justices  for  the  arrangement 
of  business  for  1895,  a  joint  deputation  from  this  Association 
and  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association,  attended 
and  presented  a  Memorial,  of  which  a  copy  is  given  in  the 
Appendix  to  the  report  of  the  latter  society.  The  magistrates 
formally  received,  and  undertook  to  consider  it. 

As  suitable  opportunities  occur,  lectures  are  arranged  for 
by  the  Association  in  various  parts  of  the  city.  During  the 
past  year  the  following  were  delivered  : — 

These  lectures  are  invariably  well  received  by  the  audiences 
before  whom  they  are  delivered,  and  from  the  unanimity  with 
which  resolutions  in  favour  of  cheap  gas,  suppression  of 
smoke,  &c.,  are  passed,  it  is  certain  that  they  exercise 
considerable  influence  in  educating  public  opinion.  Probably 
during  the  ensuing  year  the  Association  will  become  a  branch 
of  the  new  Smoke  Abatement  League,  and  thus  an  era  of 
renewed  activity  will  be  before  it. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  loss  of  income  in  the  last 
few  years  from  deaths,  removals,  &c.  New  subscribers  are 
therefore  much  needed  in  order  that  the  usefulness  of  the 
Society  may  be  maintained  and  further  extended.

In  the  long  protracted  discussion  of  methods  for  the  abatement 
of  the  smoke  nuisance  suggestions  have  from  time  to  time  been  made 
by  experts  that  in  order  to  secure  the  best  results  in  combustion  of 
coal  for  steam  raising  a  great  need  exists  for  the  organised  technical 
training  and  control  of  all  workmen  entrusted  with  the  charge  of 
boilers  furnaces  and  engines.  Thus  in  the  recently  issued  report  of 
the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Smoke  Abatement  Association — 
an  offshoot  of  the  (National)  Committee  for  Testing  Smoke  Prevent¬ 
ing  Appliances — the  conclusions — deduced  from  a  large  number  of 
tests,  and  from  much  general  experience — include  the  following — 

“  The  investigations  of  the  Committee  lead  them  to  believe 
that  carelessness  and  ignorance  on  the  part  of  firemen  account 
for  a  large  percentage  of  the  Smoke  Pollution.”  *  *  *  it  is 
difficult  to  understand  why  at  this  late  period  there  is  still 
wanting  some  duly  recognised  method  of  training  men  for 
such  important  work,  *  ^  *  the  interests  of  steam  users  and 

the  public  alike  require  that  some  scheme  of  registration  and 
certification  of  boiler  attendants  should  be  instituted.” 


The  Committee  of  this  Association  recognised  the  importance  of 
those  suggestions,  and  the  polic}7  of  the  Association  having  always  been 
to  effect  its  objects  as  far  as  possible  by  educational  and  kindred 
methods,  they  determined  to  test  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a 
comprehensive  system  of  certification  and  registration.  The  reception 
which  their  proposals  has  received  from  both  steam  users  and  operatives 
justify  them  in  giving  a  start  to  an  independent  organisation  which  is 
to  be  national  in  scope  and  so  designed  as  to  facilitate  legislation 
already  contemplated  for  the  control  of  firemen,  boilermen,  &c. 

The  Institute  will  have  no  connection  whatever  with  Trades 
Unionism  and  its  functions  will  be  strictly  confined  to  (a)  affording 
guarantees  of  the  efficiency  of  workmen,  and  (b)  maintaining  a  high 
standard  of  duty  and  faithful  discharge  of  same.  In  connection  with  the 
Institute  an  employment  registry  will  be  established  which  there  is 
reason  to  believe  will  prove  very  serviceable  to  employers  and 
employed  alike. 

It  is  hoped  that  employers  will  recognise  among  the  advantages 
which  they  may  gain  from  the  Institute  : — 

1.  The  more  economical  use  of  coal. 

2.  Abatement  of  the  smoke  nuisance. 

3.  Guarantee  of  the  efficiency  of  workmen. 

4.  Facilities  for  securing  suitable  men  when  needed. 

*  The  object  of  this  communication  is  to  obtain  the  adhesion  to  the 
scheme  of  a  sufficient  number  of  persons  interested  to  form  a  nucleus 
for  organisation.  When  that  number  has  been  secured  a  meeting  will 
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be  called  to  elect  the  first  Council,  and  this  Association  will  then 
cease  to  have  any  further  responsiblity  for  the  undertaking.  In  order 
that  the  proposed  constitution  of  the  Institute  may  be  better  under¬ 
stood  a  copy  of  the  draft  rules  is  enclosed.  These  are  of  course 
intended  as  a  basis  for  discussion  only,  and  will  doubtless  be  consider¬ 
ably  altered  at  the  meeting  of  first  members  of  the  Institute  held  for 
the  purpose. 

A  form  for  reply  is  enclosed,  and  we  are  desired  to  express  the 
hope  of  the  Committee  that  you  will  recognise  the  practical  and  useful 
character  of  the  proposed  organisation  and  wfill  consent  to  become  one 
of  the  original  members.

To  the  G-as  Committee  of  the  Corporation  of  Manchester. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Noxious 
Vapours  Abatement  Association. 

Respectfully  Sheweth, 

That  your  Memorialists  being  much  concerned  at  the  evils  caused 
by  continued  excessive  pollution  of  the  air  in  Manchester,  very 
earnestly  appeal  to  you  to  again  invite  the  approval  of  the  Council  to 
a  substantial  reduction  of  the  price  of  gas  as  a  means  of  encouraging 
its  more  extensive  use  and  causing  a  corresponding  diminution  of  the 
quantity  of  coal  now  burned. 

Your  Memorialists  submit  that  as  compared  with  the  advan¬ 
tages  to  the  community  from  a  relatively  pure  atmosphere,  the  object 
of  securing  a  profit  however  large  out  of  the  gasworks,  is  unimportant. 
The  only  effect  of  making  a  profit  is  to  relieve  one  section  of  citizens 
at  the  expenses  of  another  section,  and  while  gas  supply  is  a  monopoly 
it  is  as  unfair  to  do  this  as  it  would  be  to  differentiate  taxation  for 
libraries,  parks,  or  other  conveniences  provided  by  the  Corporation. 

Your  Memorialists  submit  that  the  reason  formerly  given  for  not 
encouraging  a  rapid  increase  in  demand  for  gas,  viz :  that  your 
producing  power  was  inadequate  no  longer  exists  owing  to  the 
extension  recently  made  and  the  effect  of  introducing  the  electric  light 
must  also  tend  to  considerably  relieve  the  pressure  upon  the  works. 

Your  Memorialists  do  not  ask  for  supply  at  cost  price  but  only  a 
reduction  to  say  2/-  per  1000  cubic  feet  within  the  municipal  boundaries. 
There  can  be  little  doubt  that  such  a  reduction  would  have  an  almost 
immediate  effect  in  increasing  the  demand  and  the  loss  of  income  to 
the  department  owing  to  decreased  price  would  be  correspondingly 
compensated. 

Your  Memorialists  trust  that  you  will  take  this  appeal  into  your 
favourable  consideration  and  that  in  preparing  estimates  for  the 
coming  year,  you  will  give  alternative  figures  showing  the  amounts 
required  if  the  gas  be  charged  at  2/-  per  1000  cubic  feet. 

And  your  Memorialists  will  ever  pray,  &c.
